The war steamer Curtatone, that was 
lying in the port of Zara, also exchanged shots withthe 
impetueuse, which is said to have been damaged. The 
Austrians, as was but natural, suffered no loss. In the 
course of the day orders were received to suspend hos- 
tilities in the Adriatic, and in the evening an Austrian 
flag of truce was sent to Lussinpiccolo to inform the 
commander of the French fleet that the Raoul! would be 
surrendered, His Majesty the Emperor having given 
‘orders to that effect. For some unknown reason the day 
m which the armistice ends is kept from the knowledge 
of the Ea but authentic information has reached me 
that it is the 15th. August. It is believed that Prince 
Chimay was concerned in the negotiations for the sus- 
pension of hostilities, as he suddenly appeared at the head - 
quarters of Louis Napoleon after having been in England 
with the King of the Belgians. 

You are not likely to read in the French papers that 
the typhus fever is raging in the allied army, but such 
fs the case. Some hundreds of fine fellows have already 
been carried off, and the chances are that many thou- 
sands will follow if the army should long occupy its pre- 
sent unhealthy position. Letters have recently been re- 
‘ceived by the men of the Regiment Bianche, from rela- 
tives in Monza, Como, &c., which have produced an ex- 
cellent impression on them. The writers of the letters 
confess that they have jumped out of the frying-pan 
into the fire, and strongly advise the soldiers not to 
imitate their example.

Thro somewhat involved phraseology em- 
ployed in the second article of the Moniteur, we de- 
'téct the fact that the proposition for the armistice 
really came from the Emperor of the French, and 
was, doubtless willingly accepted by Francis Joseph. 
We must presume that the pro was animated by 
the sentiment of moderation and by the wish to ar- 
rest the effusion. of blood for which he takes credit. 
The health of the French army is, under all circum- 
atances, not perhaps, ss bad as stated in certuin offi- 
cial quarters, but it is ceftain that fever (though 
not typhus) and sunstroke have sent very many to 
the hospitals. The diminution of disease will follow 
by preventing the agglomeration of masses, and by 
dispersing the men throughout the country ; and this 
cauld het, of course, be done while military opera- 
tidns were going on. We may believe that the 
Austrians have in this respect suffered at least as 
much as the French, so that a suspension of ‘fighting 
has probably been hailed with equal pleasure by all. 
People will ask if it he the certain precursor of peace 
not only with Austria but with Europe; or will it 
lead to a new alliance against Prussia? The Em- 
peror seems to be thoroughly convinced of the value 
of the maxim, ‘* Assume a virtue if you have it not.” 
The forbearance he showed towards Russia at /the 
close of the Crimean war, when France was pretty 
nigh exhausted, touched the Czar profoundly ; and 
Prince Orloff hardly found words grateful enough to- 
wards his magnanimous conqueror. It laid the foun- 
dation of the Russian alliance, or whatever the good 
understanding with France is named, and perhaps 
we have not seen all the consequences. Is the 
same virtue of moderation to be exercised towards 
Austria now, with a view to ulterior objects? The 
French Emperor must have weighty engagements 
to fulfil towards his friends the Tralien patriots— 
the enfranchisement of Lombardy may satisfy them 
as an instalment of the debt, and Austria will not be 
so deeply humiliated as to have Venetia also torn 
from her. Prussia seems to have pleased no party 
by imitating the conduct of Austria in 1854, and 
Austria might be appeased for the lo:s of Lombardy 
hy seeing her friend punished. Will the great 
revolutionary party be content with what has 
been done? Or will they not demand the full 
yment of the bond—the complete freedom of 
taly, from the Mediterranean to the Adriatic—the 
annexation of the Duchies, the secularization of the 
Roman States, and the liberties of suffering nation 
alities. The Hungarians and Polcs are not yet con- 
tent. The Lombards show no ardent desire to ac- 
cept the domination of Piedmont, notwithstanding the 
resent of their independence to Victor Emmanuel 

y the town-councillors of Milan. 

It is stated to-day that when the preliminaries of 
peace are arranged between the two belligerent Em- 

rors they will be submitted to the Congress of the 

uropean Powers who signed the treaties of 1815, 
and it is anticipated that the representatives of two 
(perhaps England and Prussia) will not leave it over 
p with its procecdings. 

In such case it 1s believed that Napoleon IIT., most 
anxious for repose after his late hard work, will have 
left for France this evening, and may be at St. Cloud 
on Thursday night. It is said he will not make his 
entry in state, but will wait till the army comes to 
take ashare in the triumphal display. 

A private letter from Turin, of the 8th instant,

CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS EQUALITY IN 
LOMBARDY. | 

The Piedmontese Gazette of the 8th publishes’ the 
following decree proclaiming equality of civi!, political, 
and religious rights in the Lombard provinces:— . 

“The Guvernor General of Lombardy, considering that 

the differences existing among the inhabitants of Lom- 
bardy, conformably to the legis:ation of the former 
government, by rcason of the religious belief they profess, 
is contrary to the perfect equality of rights observed in 
the other parts of the Royal States, and is incompatible 
with the principles of modern civilisation, has decreed 
and does dccree— 
_ 1. In the Lombard provinces all citizens are equal 
before the law, whatever may be the religious creed they 
profess, just as the same is ubserved in the old provin- 
ces of the kingdom. They are equally to enjoy all civil 
and politica: rights. 

2. Every enactment contrary to the civil code and 
process, and to the other laws and enactments both civil 
and political, is abrogated. 

3. No innovation is made in what concerns the enact- 
ments that regulates the exercise of worship either by 
Catholics or Jews.

New Yaqrk, June 28.—As an instance of the way in 
which the public service and public money are prostitu-

Mr. Hall, and from whom the Defendant received the 
possession, about four or five years ago. Mrs. Hall had 
since been continued in the Plaintiff's books as tenant, 
although the rent had been received from Mr. Elwood, 
and she and her husband, had been regularly served with 
the Notice to quit. 

Mr. Roger D. Robinson, Plaintiff's agent, proved the 
payment of rent by Defendant down to September 
1858, that he payed receipts to Mr. Elwvod 
for one of ‘the forms containing 155 acres and 
separate receipts for the rent of the other holdings and 
for rent received from Mr. Hall by the hands of the de- 
fendant. Seven of the notices to quit were proved to 
have been served on the waiter of the Boyle hotel, where 
it was alleged the defendant resided, and the question 
then arose whether the waiter should be considered as 
servant of the defendant at his dwelling-house. 

At the close of the plaintiff's case, Mr. Hackett, the 
sub-sheriff, interposed as a mutual friend, and 
suggested a settlement, which both parties agreed to, 
and accordingly it was agreed upon that Mr. Robinson 
should use his influence with the plaintitf to give deten- 
dant a lease of the lands at the same rent, for his own 
life, with the usual covenants, and an express covenant 
against sub-letting, or breaking up the land. The de- 
fendant giving a consent for judgment, with costs, anda 
stay of execution to January, 1850. 

Lord Lorton and others. Piaintiffs ; Maurice Hannon and 
others Defendants. 

This was an ejectment on the Title of the lands of 
Breslogh. ‘The ejectment was brought for forfeiture on 
a covenant agaist sub-letting. A person named Bryan 
Healy was the lessee, on his death his son Patrick 
succeeded to the possession, but the widow of the lessee 
put her son-in-law, the defendant, into possession of the 
land thereby incurring the forfeiture, for which the 
ejectment was brought.

Rotation OF Crops.—The Central Farmers’ Club 
i! Jately discussed the best system of cultivation for mixed 
svils. The gen-ral result of the experience of those 
agriculturists who took part in their discussion was the 
failure of the four-course rotation. This fact is the more 
important, as a four-course shift is prescribed on many 
estates, and in some cases entorced—necessarily to the 
disadvantage of the occupant andthe deterioration of 
the lands. The principle of repeating certain crops 
—such as turnips, clovers or mixed grasses—at acon- 
siderable distance of time, is the one advocated 
by the speakers. There is much practical in. 
formation given in the paper read by Mr. Wallis, 
who opened the discussion, that it is well worthy 
of a careful study. ‘There is some confusion as to the 
liberty in covenants as to cropping, as he appears to 
consider that agents on estates should be the persons to 
give liberty of action in each individual case, as they may 
determine, so that “ good and bad tenants ought not to be 
tied down by the same restrictions,”’ or, in other words, 
the liberty is not to be in the terms of the covenant, but 
in the caprice of the agent. It is curious, if not 
amusing, to observe that one speaker connects the 
| failure of the turnip crop with the general use of the 
portable manures. Any one reading the agricultural 
literature of the end of last and beginning of the present 
century should be convinced that the complaints as to the 
diseases to which theturnip plant is liablewere then as now 
of frequent occurrence. This particularly as regards the 
depredations of insect life. More than one of the diseases 


arise from the diseased state of the plant producing the 
seed—the disease being transmissible by the seed. ‘The 
substitution of other green crops for turnip is a promi 
nent feature of the discussion. Land on which turnip 
has been seldom raised generally produces a more healthy 
crop, but this is not an invariable result. ‘The diseases 
known as anbury and finger and toe have been experi- 
enced on land newly reclaimed from moor. The diseases 
to which the clover plant is liable were alluded to by some 
of the members present, and to prevent ‘ clover sickness’ 
it was found advisable to repeat a clover crop at wider 
intervals.— North British Agriculturist.
